“The price of Amorienh furniture is |,

The - superior finish, style, and 
decoration of American furniture is con- 
ceded, and, while compared with markets 
elsowhere the demand in south China is 
small, yet there aro individual buyers who 
wont the best and are willing to pay for it. 

“It is interesting to note the manufac- 
ture of furnitwe in Hongkong under 
European managoment and supervision. 
The work is given ont tu Chineso in- 
dividuals who operate in théir homes or in 
their own sinall shops. Tho sawing is 
done wholly by hand, linge logs of teak,

slowly cut into hoards, Time is no object 
to the Chineso. While a Chinese carpontor 
(who lacks the qualities to entitle him to 
be called a eabinot maker) will imitate any 

i articlo given him to make, even an artistic 
piece of furniture, he ecems to lack origin- 
ality, and any attempt to have a piece of 
furniture made after generic instructions ia 
quite sure to prove disapjcinting, For 
instance, with a pictine in his hand, ho can 
do nothing with it. 

“Tho ideas of what constitute pro- 
portion and taste are his own The 
Chineso avt of furniture making is handed 
down from father to son, and unless 
instructed, the worker will follow the 
fashion of the ages. Fur instance, he will 
bring two pieces of wood together and join 
them witha nail, The European instructor 
teaches him to make a holo and sink one 
picco in another, This nevor occurred to 
him before, Ono firm sent its No, 1 joiner 
to England for six mouths’ instruction, 
He returned to Hongkong and taught his 
associates what he hid learged.

European, Tho Chineso carpenter takes 
these drawings homé, and, unless his 
excessive economy in sawing the wood 
misloads him, he does a vory faithful job. 

“Teak is the favouriteavood for furniture 
in Hongkong. It coms from the South. 
The many variel f handsome American | 
- woods are much admired hére, notably the 
golden oak and ‘bird’s-eye maplo, which 
are. Goth said to stand the climate well, 
Froight charges enn bo greatly reduced -by 
shipping tho furniture knockeit-down pro- 
vided it can bo pyt together at’ its destinn- 
tion by unskilled hands.’ French furniture 
is largoly sold here, much of it coming 
knocked down. ‘Tho Chinero are exquisite 
polishers, and it is likely that if American 
furniture émi bo shipped here in the white 
tho final process coil! att bo donc.cconomical-" 
ly by thom, The imission ‘furniture de- 
signs are in fayour in Hongkong, and tho 
Chinese make considorablo of it under 
instructions, 

“ Tho leather usod in tipholstering furni- 
turo is brought mainly from England, hav- 
ing first come from America. Itis difficult 
to say why the tan lenther could not be 
imported direct i in largor quantities. Sheep- 
skin ‘roans? dyedin all colours chiefly come 
from Hidia, Many gontskins, called locally 
morocco Jeathor, are also imported. Cow 
and bullock hides tanned into leather, cost 
.the Hongkong buyer about, 27 cents gold 
per square foot.”

OUR BEACON LIGHT... 


~ Gap. Rock in a Typhoon. 


How many of us who haye passed the 
Gap Rock lighthouse have given a thought 
to the men whose lives are spent in lonely 
vigll, keeping guard ovor tho one beacon 
which sends forth its silent message of wol- 
como to the mariner coming from the south 
to avek the sheltor of the harbour, and warns 
him af the perily which ho has to avoid? 
Yet there are Limes whon these men are in 
deully peril—whon tho waves brenk over 
the vory light-house itself, and batter in tho 
strong protecting glass that surrounds tho 
light—nnd this anonth those attendants 
woro eunfronted with such an experi nee. 

To look at the lighthouse on a bright 
summer's day, with the waves gently rol- 
ling upon the water-work rocks and curling 
Iazily around the island, ono could hardly 
realise that in timey of storm the raging 
hilfows hurl themsvlves ono hundred and 
fifty fout high and burst in demonineal fury 
upon the very tower itself, 

But the rock tells an eloquent story, Its 
batleréd and scarred face, with huge 
crevices runniog in divers directions, is 
testimony to the force with which the 
luo oeenn water is hurled upon it. It 
looks by no means secure, but rather gives 
tho impression that any day a hugo slice of 
solid rack will go tumbling down, bringing 
with it the lighthonse, , 

The reck takes its nme from its forma- 
tion, Two peaks, one ninety-soven fect 
above sen level find the other slightly less, 
rise sharply up, with, a well defined gap 
between, but this gap haa been bridged 
over by solid masonry, acrass which it is 
necesury to walk to gain the lighthouse, 
It isbut fifteen years since the lighthouse 
was opened, for it was on April I, 1892, one 
week after telegraphic communication was 
opened between tho ruck and Hongkong, 
that the first gleam of light shot over thu 
seas and went searching through the enve- 
loping darkness ; but since that time, With 
oneer two exceptions, the rays have nightly 
shono welcome to the mariner, 

The rock is the one British possession 
amid a cluster of islands, several of which 
are more suitable for lighthouses than 
Gap Rock. However, it peems that the 
Tritish were unable to get any othor 
island from China at the time and on 
the pringiple” that ** linlf w loaf is better 
than no bread ” Cap Rock was taken, 
Hither Jubilee Istund or the larger one of 
the Ladranes would have been far moro 
suitable, particularly the latter, for threo 
titnes as many’ vessels pass closer to tho 
Ladrones than to Gap Rock. Again, the 
light-house is uet high cnough und is far 
too much exposed te the waves, as was 
evidenced on the night of September 13, 
when for a space of time it seemed to 
thowe inside that the lower would topple 
down under the tremendons seas which 
were pounding upon it. At thal time 
there were two Europeaus in the light- 
house (Mr J. W. Beattioand Mr MeGrinn), 
How thoy fared is best told in their own 
words : - 

“During the afternoon of the 1th, + 
suid Mr Beattie to our reprosentative 
yesterday, **the barometer had steadily 
fallen and indications were not wanting 
that a severe blow was eoning, so that all 
precautions wore taken as early a8 possible. 
Lhe typhoon bars were brought out and all 
Hoon; and widows securely fastened, 
whilst the Chinuse, who sleep in their own 
quarters on tho lower peak, across the 
causeway, were Jrought inte the tlight- 
honse for safety. the dwellings being 
mite likely to go thin the lighthouse 
itself. From two on Fridsy afternoon to 
ten at night the barometer had falleu from 
29,00 to 29.26, and two hours later the 
typhoon burst upon us. Tho seas crashod 
against the rock with « deafening roar and 
clouds of spray were thrown right. over 
tho lighthouse, falling with tho noiso of 
thunderclap. Sui Mui was in the light 
towor, attending to the Iamp, and he was 
tall to keop under cover, while Mr 
McGrann and mysolf did all we could to 
keop everything secure. _ 

“But what could we do? We could not 
hear ourselves speak, and inside’ the 
lighthouse was almost stifling, as ovory- 
thing had been made air-tight. - For threo 
hours tho lighthouse stood the ty; 
woll, the baronieter youding at three o'clock 
being 28.78, the lowest we experionced. 
In the midst of the roaring of the cloments, 
howpver, ot last came the eraghk, The 
heavy panes of gloss which protect tho 
lantern from the wind and sua: had given 
wnyandtho wator broke into the lighthouse. 
The bummer was knocked down and tho light 
ostinguished, Water came pouring down 
the Sireular stairs in a stream and wo 
forced our way up to sco what could bo 
dous, The light attendant was still in 
the tower, but fortunately he had not 
hecn struck by any of the falling glass 
aud’ we succeeded, afor a great deal 
of. trouble, © in gotting him downstairs.

That was the story as told to our re- 
presontative who went down on the 
Stanloy, arriving at the rock shortly beforo 
noon, With the usually hewy sca which 
swella in from the China Sea landing at 
tho rock is n most dificult matter, and the 
visitor has to be swung ashore by a long 
derrick. In this way all provisions and 
innteriuls required are landed, and at: 
times the difficulties aro very great. 
Yextorduy, however, the weather was most 
propitious, for, Leyond a gentle swell, tho 
water was extremely calm. Fortunately 
this was so, for several heavy sections of a 
new derrick had to be lunded. These 
were all put ashore expeditiously and wore 
catricd to another portion of the rock 
whero a second derrick stands. The arm 
of this derrick was carried away hy the 
typhoon, notwithstanding tho fnet that it 
had been unshipped and placed in its bed 
a channel cut in the rock about a foot 
deop—and clamped over with iron bands, 
How the arw was lifted out iso mystiry. 

Qn landing Mr C. Nicolay, who is in 
charge of the light-house, conducted our 
representative through the building. - 


“This is-the oil room,” he said, on reach- 
ing n small compartment, around which oil 
drums were pluced. In 2893 theso tanks 
containing 112 gallons of purnffin oil were 
washed down by the water breaking in 
through that window, (a sunll aperture of 
about three or four square fect in extent) 
and the oil was all lost.” 

Winding up the circular sleps, past the 
living rooma, we got to the tower and 
examined the glass lantern. The light is 
one of roughly 20,000 canile power and 
the thickness of the outside glass is three- 
oights of an inch, or a trifle more, but 
quite thick enough to give a very good 
iden of the strength of the wind ant 
waver, It requires strong evidence to 
eunvince one that the sea came up so high 
and with such foree, The focal plane is 
over 140 feet above sex level and the rock 
rises almost straight from the water. But 
hore all the evidence neccssiry was to be 
had, The chipped prisnm the broken 
panes of gliss, the damngol burner and 
tho brokon centre panels of the light were 
sufticteut to convince even the most. scep- 
tically inclined, The burner is surrounded 
by the lens, which contains eight centre 
panels, eight more on top and seven on the 
bottom, one being here omilted to allow of 
ready accoxs to the hight, in case of accidents, 
Beneath the burner is an oil reservoir, and” 
this too was damaged by the glass. Two 
contre panels were smashed and one from 
the bottom, whilst almost every segment 
prism is more or less chipped. Two new 
centre panels heve already beon replaced, 
while tho third, by an ingenious arrange- 
ment, has beon temporarily fixed and the 
light is now in full working ordor, though 
the replacement of the damaged prising 
will undoubtedly improve it. This cann®b 
be done, however, until furthor lens are 
recvived from Hono. : . 

“The glass panes swwrounting tho Jens 
number 45, of which ‘vight wera smashed 
entirely, all having been since replaced. 
These panes offer a great surface to tho 
elcments as thoy are flat, while if oylindri- 
eal shaped, as*is found in many othor 
lighthouses, they offex much less surface 
and stand the onslaught botter.
